sterling team of Yale by a score of 11 
to 0 at N»w Haven, in one of the most 
spectacular 
and 
interesting 
games 


ever played between these two univer- 
sities. In the first half Yale scored a 
touchdown by the terrific and demon 
like work of Hogan, the great tackle. 
To him almost alone, belongs the cred- 
it of Yale's score, for the slant line- 
man literally dragged half the Prince- 
ton team over the line in his final ir- 
resistible 
plunge for a touchdown. 


Mitchell punted well and fairly 
out- 


distanced the great De Witt, but he 
had a punt blocked and also an attempt 
at a goal from field. A fumble really 
gave Princeton a chance to score in 
the first half, for after this Mitchell 
dropped back for a goal from field near1 
Princeton's 
goal. 
De 
AVitt 
broke 


through, and blocked the kick and pick- 
ing up the bail rap 80 yards for 
a 


touchdown from which he kicked goal. 
The great Princeton captain played a 
game Saturday that has never been 
surpassed on any gridiron in the his- 
tory of intercollegiate football. To him 
in execution, belongs the entire credit 
for the Tigers' victory, but little Vet- 
terleinl? quick mental action, must not 
be forgotten, in summing up De Witt's 
great work, for his brainy play made It 
possible for De Witt to win the game. 
Standing on his 42 yard line, a long 
punt of Mitchell's came sailing toward 
him. 
Quick as a flash the little quar- 


terback took in the situation, and re- 
lying on his captain, he determined to 
do his part, and take a chance of win- 
ning in the last few minutes of play. 
He caught the 
ball and heeled the 


catch, from which point D^ Witt tried 
a kick for goal. It was a tremendous 
kick, and appeared almost impossible, 
but the magnificent De Witt never fal- 
tered, and straight and true the ball 
shot between the goal posts, bringing 
victory to the orange- and black for the 
first time since 1899. 


While-Yale outplayed Princeton in 


the first half, conditions were reversed 
in the second and the Tigers were 
much fresher £t the end than Yale's 
men.

the week, that Princeton should wi.i 
from Yale, and we looksd to see them 
turn the trick, ft seemed strange to 
us that Yale should have the call in 
the betting at the odds that some 
money was put up ir the East, in view 
of the work both elevens had done so 
far this season.

French were the

Now frogs are more 
generally consumed in.this country 
than in any other, and although it may 
astonish some people, it may t>e stated 
that the annual consumption of frogs 
in the United Slates is '10 times ihat 
in France." 


Chamberlain has prepared a bulletin
